EniToitCiiiOAisoFiEi.li:—By tlie klii<lnc8!i of some sportlug 
frluiiils iu St. Louis, I have received several copies of your pajicr 
wliicli ijleases me very much, and when peitry gets In better 
dcMiaitd I will siilsserihe for it. I read with pleasure the stories 
of tlioseclty tield hunters, their many hair-breadth escapes from 
lieing lost, sore footed, wearied, worn out and hungry, and I no¬ 
tice tliey never get thirsty. Now, the liuiiting In and about tliosc 
tmvns and cities in the Helds and along the fence eornens is very 
nice; of course, tliere is no danger of getting lost. But for a 
genuine sportsman to have sport and pleasure and to see nature 
as It really ia, he must penetrate farther than the fence corners; 
he niust go into the wilds of a far-off country, out of sight of 
lialdtatlon, except his own camp, out of the sound of the wood¬ 
man’s ax or tlic farmer's mower or reaper, or the sound of cow 
I)ell8; tlicn he can shoulder his trusty ride and go forth pro¬ 
claiming, “I am monarch of all f survey.” I notice 1 have got 
away from my bison hunt, but will eoinmcuce now. 

My friend from St. l,o\ils came down here last Fall for the 
liurpose of a hunt in the wilds of Texas, lie brought along good 
guns, plenty of animunilion and lots of other good things which 
make the hunter's camp look cheerful in a cloudy day. After we 
hud had a general good time among deer, antelopes, wolves, wild 
turkeys. Jack rabbits, etc., we concluded to go out West near the 
double mountains, on the Clear fork of the Brazos, to sec the 
sights. I will not altem|it to describe the entire trip, but only 
tu'o incidents thereof. 

Away out on the Cottonwood wo saw a small band of buffaloes 
casually feeding on the musquit plains. We soon mounted, all 
equipped for llic cliasc, and after an hour's ride got the wind of 
the baud, dismounted, hid our horses in a gulch and stealthily 
crept to the brow of the hill. After taking a few long breaths 
to refresh our lungs we looked over but no buffaloes were in 
sight; they must have changed their course. We hurried back to 
our horses and remounted. "Now,” said I, "try the mettle of 
tliat mule,” and away we flew to another high mound. One 
would suppose, to have seen us ride, that a hundred Camanche 
Indians were on our track. We then saw the buffaloes slowly 
approaching butquite adlstance off. We hastily rode to a “wash¬ 
out,” dismounted, hid our mules in the "w-ashout,” and silently 
crawled, B!!uke-llke, towards the brow of the hill. We slopped 
to get breath awhile when I said: "We arc in a bad place here, 
Iherc are no good trees to climb, no gulches to run into, we must 
stand our ground and shoot.” A few more long breaths, a fresh 
chew of “navy,” and then we made some quick motions to see If 
our rifles were In trim, our six shooters loosened and our knives 
placed in a handy position to draw. All being ready, a few mo¬ 
ments of breathless silence prevailed. At last I broke the si¬ 
lence by saying: “Keep low, take a steady aim, low down, be¬ 
hind the fore lug; remember, a buffalo has a big hump on the 
shoulder and you will shoot too high; don’t be alarmed, this is 
no blrdslnwllng in the fields. Hist, here they come, cropping the 
grass as they approach." “Just look,” whispered my friend, 
“they arc as big as a mountain.” “Hark! listen, don’t move 
your body, raise your rlile anil shoot; don’t mind me, I'll floor 
mine, shoot low. Steady! steady!! shoot.” For they wore 
within llfiy paces, and coming straight for us. "Bang,” “bang.” 
Now they scatter. One falls. I attempted to reload, and iny 
cartridge hung fire. “Go for ’em, go for 'em,” said I. He 
obeyed, for in an instant be was up and among them, and one 
would have thought by the noise that a bunch of tire crackers 
was hung to a buffalo’s tall and sot on lire. You never saw such 
quick shooting until his Winchester was empty; but nary other 
buffalo tumbled; but lots of blood showed. As they were going 
out of sight, about ,S00 yards off, I pulled on one and rolled him 
against a musquit bush but he recovered and galloped off with 
the herd. 

All was over, and once more we breathed freely. Now let us 
examine our slain monster. In doing so we found two bullet 
holes in the lungs showing both of us had made a sure shot. We 
soon disrobed our game, brought around the wagon, cut off and 
packed in all the choice pieces and rolled along for a little valley. 
By a water pool we were soon enjoying a good smoke of pure 
navy, the team turned out to grass, a fire built, and then came 
the goodness of a Western camp life. It docs a true sportsman 
good to sit by a camp Are tired and hungry and looking at the 
juicy hump broiling on the live coals of a camp Are; and 
then, around the borders of that fire, to see the marrow bones 
heating up ready for the hunter’s hatchet You Held sports¬ 
men can talk of quail on toast, jack snipe broiled,woodcock broiled 
and beaver tall frys, but a hump rib roasted puts all such in the 
waste basket for the dogs. 

Supper Is over, guns are cleaned, pipes replenished with more 
navy and then all the different adventures during the day are 
talked over^,^ Pipes laid by we retire to bed. 

Morning came and with it a drizzling rain. My friend and I 
concluded to take a hunt about four miles off, among a group of 
hills. We hitched up the mules to the wagon and started, I 
on horseback. After getting to our place of destination the fug 
thickened and a black “norther’’ made, its appearance; so after 
a short consultation we concluded to return to camp, my friend 
Was to drive the team and I to make a circuit among the hills. 


Said he, “1 fear I will get lost.’’ “No you can’t If you follow | 
my directions. Keep down this gulch until you come to the 
fork, anil then don’t go iq) the other fork. Notice 
the leaves and weeds lodged against the brush; 
they always lodge on the up stream side.’’ (You see he had no 
fence to guide him In.) We separated. 1 came In siglit of the 
team, soon after, standing alone, and soon saw him running in 
the dircition of tile team hat in liaud; he was making good time, 
probably as good as that grey horse he sometimes drives; he 
mounted the wagon and swung his hat around his bead, which 
was a signal fur me to come. I did so in double quick, thinking 
there was trouble ahead. But on neariltg the wagon he was hal¬ 
looing at tile top of hisvoice, “I have got him, I have got him!” 
“Got wliatt" said 1. “A buffalo.” “Pshaw! that’s too thin." 
“1 have, sure. I killed him the first shot. Look down there 
and sec him on the side of the hill.” “That won't do; that buf¬ 
falo was killed last Fall.’’ “Not a hit of it; 1 just shot him; come, 
come ahead and sec.’’ 1 did so. and sure enough there lay the 
dead monster slain by my friend. We soon had our game in the 
wagon Olid once more were seated arounil the blazing camp Are 
enjoying a smoke. 

Next morning after a long consultation we concluded to roll 
out for civilization, and after all camp equipage was packed, 
guns and ammunition looked after and phaced in proper |>usition, 
the mules were hitched up iu regiihir order and we steered our 
course soutiieast. For three days we passed over a rolling, bar¬ 
ren country, Inhatdted on the hills by the little prairie dogs 
which seem to have a lasting antipathy against hunters. They 
will collect together at the mouths of their dens and growl and 
make all sorts of motions at the passers-by. Many a pound of 
lead has been shot at those little Innocent “purps,” but not one 
in a hundred shot at, is killed. We saw small bands of buffaloes 
on our roail; deer, antelopes, wolves, turkeys and jack rabbits 
were plenty along the streams. 

On Clirislmas day the weather was hot. We were traveling 
on the north side of the Jim Ned mountains near their base, 
when we fell iu company with u party who were going out on a 
winter's bear hunt. They had some tine large dogs, said to be 
line bi;ar dogs. While in conversation with them they said one 
of their party had gone to the inounlains to look for bear signs, 
and it he found any he was to sound the “horn” as a signal to 
halt. After listening for a long time wc heard the “horn” and 
we all were anxious for a bear and were very impatient tor his 
return. After listetdiig a long titnc we heard several quick shots, 
and thinking our friend In the mountains was liavlng all the 
sport alone, wc started for the reports. On our way wc found 
the cause of all tliis shooting by running into a band of buffaloes 
that he was shooting at. We soon commenced work in good 
earnest, and sucli shooting and running was never seen or heard 
before. One would have thought that all the I'amanchc Indians 
in Texas were on the war path. ()ne of the party rode within 
ten feet of a buffalo for four hundred yards; he dared not shoot 
for he bad shot all his cartridges away but one, and tliat he 
wished to keep until Ids return. It’s not often that a hunter in 
this fur off country gets out of cartridges, but he did. After 
the excitement was all over and wc came together for a long 
breath, we looked over the field and found that six buffaloes lay 
dead and the remainder liad left for tlie mount-ains or parts un¬ 
known. My friend and I camped on the Held of battle, and after 
securing the choicest bits of meat we soon had the coffeepots 
boiling and a few hump ribs roasting- Supper over, pipes were 
filled with navy and then came the peaceful time of the day 
when many other adventure." were talked over. Twelve o’clock 
still found us by the camp lire. Should my friend live to a good 
old age he will neverforget that Cliristmas day of 1877, spent In 
the far off Lone Star State. Oi.n Peiisim.vion.".

EniTOii CntCAOiy Fielp. —Not the Jupiter Olympus of Koinan 
mythology, nor yet the astninomlcal deity of that name, simply 
Jupiter inlet, eastern coast of Florida. ‘ 

The long waves that c..‘iiiue rolling toward the eastern shore of 
the Bay of Biscay, were crusted with foam, through which the 
sun’s rays ahonc, in tints of orange and flame, as they ran In 
level shafts from the slowly fading mist, hanging low down along 
the eastern horizon. 

The night had been wild and full of storm. The heavy peals 
of thunder and the vivid llglitning, full of a tropical Inteusity of 
light and sound, had rolled up from the land, until they mingled 
with, and made diabolical, the black clouds piled together In 
huge mosses by the shrieking gusts of wind. 

Toward morning this had changed. The gale had somewhat 
abated, and as the first flush of dawn came stealing above the 
horizon—first In thin flushes of amber, then deepening to gold 
and red, until at last the great sun broke through the sinking 
vestige of tlie storm. We, the occupants of camp “Fortunate,’’ 
might have been seen busily engaged in a variety of occupations 
preliminary to breakfasting on "bacon and hominy.” 

The “wc” consisted of “Gator” my friend, and the com¬ 
panion of an hundred camp fires; Col. Jim Knapp, deputy col¬ 
lector of customs for the port of New Smyrna; Capt. Abbott, a 


local celebrity, bear-slayer and guide, and myself. 

Our desllnatlun, Jupil.er Inlet and Lake Worth; distant 250 
miles to the southward. Object, sjiort; time, secondary con¬ 
sideration. 

We littd passed the first night, on a point of marsh land, eight 
miles south of Sand Point having been forced to land on the 
cast shore of “Biscay ” Ity the violence of a westerly gale, whicli 
had prevailed throughout the previous day. Our staunch little 
craft, the .Maggie (and the Colonel’s pet) lay safely at anchor off 
shore, riding the heavy seas like a thing of life. Sad e.vperlenrc 
had produced a wonderful unanimity of thouglit and concert of 
action upon one point at least, viz.: that too much wind was a 
source of decidedly unpleasant moisture, ft hud therefore been 
determined that we should wait until progress could be made 
with a fair chance of attendant comfort 

At 8 o'clock tlie wind had so fur lulled as to permit of a start. 
Having participated in the pleasures of Ice-shoi-e sailing wc con¬ 
cluded to make a bold dash across the Bay, llierul)y getting under 
the "weather” bank and in smooth water. Sail was accordingly 
made, and the Maggie was soon ploughing her way over. Our 
“host,” however, had not been included, In the reckoning, us 
before one-half the distance (three miles) had been uccoraiillshed, 
we were forced to double-reef, and even then, the spray swept ns 
fore and aft. Still, we persevered, and were soon in comparatively 
calm sailing. 

The frigate’s prow was headed to the south, and with a “full 
sail” fair wind we look a “smile” of satisfaction, .settled down to 
comfort and a whiff of “Cavendish.” 

Making a run of thirty miles, we went into camp at Knowle."’ 
saw-mill. Here the river is a mile in width, and the westerly 
shore is rock-bound, sparsely settled, but gives evidence of 
unusual fertility. 

At 8 o’clock the followliig morning we left the “.Mill” and 
sailed without iiilerruptluu until 5 i'. .m. Countless numbers of 
ducks were pas."ed during the day, hut shooting was conlined to tlie 
((uantlty rcquircil for our immediate wants. Duck Point was our 
camping ground for that night, and althougli game was abundant, 
we left at an early hour the next morning, and passing through 
Indian Itiver Narrows reached Judge Paine’s about high Inelve. 
Here wc lialted long enough to stroll through the Judge’s 
banana and pine apple grove, and obtalneil a supply of oysters, 
then on again to Harmon Bay, the place selected for the night's 
camji. 

Tlie bay derives Its name from an old settler who formerly 
was the owner of an orange grove, the ruins of which. Including 
a co(|Ulna liouse, still exist on tlie western shore, a mournful 
monument to llic sufferings undergone by settlers at the hands 
of hostile savages. 

Tlie banks of tlie river at tills point arc formed of high, sand 
bluffs, rising almost abrujitly from the water’s edge, a material 
difference in comparison with the northern portion of Inillan 
River. 

On one of these Floridian mountains, among the ruins of Her- 
mon’s plantation, we pitched our lent, and iiaving two lioiirs of 
daylight still remaining, inslJtuted a search for “meat.” Within 
a hundred yards of camp, “Gator’s” Greener spoke, and a Kay 
concentrator found the vitals of a yearling huck. ]ii one hour’s 
shooting wo bagged two deer and three turkeys. 

Jupiter being our ultimate destination, wc resolved, despite 
the abundant “sign,” to proceed in the morning, and aeeordingly 
at an curly hour were under way for 8t. Lucie point. 

Tlie mosquitoes at Harmon Buy were out In full force, and 
owing to the hurried manner in which our bars were set up wc 
passed a somewhat sleepless night, iiud, in fact, after u breakfast 
on oranges, fish, venison and Abbott’s flap-jacks, wc were but too 
glad to leave winged sorrow astern. 

By three in the afternoon we were off St. Lucie River, and 
rounding the point ran up six miles and made permanent camp, 
intending to remain a few days should the shooting prove good. 
As an omen of success, and before our traps were fairly ashore, 
I shot a hen turkey while standing on the deck of the boat. 

The St. Lucie, for a distance of twenty miles from Its mouth, 
is one-half a mile in width, but ascending further It becomes a 
narrow, turbid stream, navigable only for emnll craft. 

Our stay here was limited, owing partly to the rain and partly 
to a desire for change. Game was abundant enough to satisfy 
the most exacting, and the river afforded fishing unequalled 
save at Jupiter bar. The result of four days’ hunting here. In- 
eluding two days of rain, was three, deer, nine turkics and one 
bear, the latter a small two-year-old. 

Opposite St. Lucie Point Is a so-called "Life Saving Station,” 
certainly a nilsiiomer, as it Is utterly destitute of life saving ap¬ 
paratus. 

A little to the south ia what is known as Gilbert’s Bar, for¬ 
merly an Inlet from the ocean, but long since closed. 

In the wide expanse of water formed by the junction of the St. 
Lucie and Indian Rivers, may be found the “manatee,” or sea 
cow. They are said to attain an enormous size and weight, the 
one caught here and forwarded to the Ceiitennial in ’76 weighing 
nearly 2,000 pounds. 

The first point of Interest after leaving the St. Lucie la Jupi¬ 
ter narrows. A brief description may prove of interest.

Our party, consisting of the “Judge,’’ Dick H-and your 

correspondent, left LaCrosse, Wls., one bright morning a few 
(lays since, and soon were gliding by well remembered shooting 
grounds In southern Sfinnesota on oiir way to a noted earaping 
and fishing ground just over the border,, some dozen or fifteen 
miles from our city on the line of the Southern .Minnesota rail¬ 
way. 

After a slow ride of a half dozen miles, we found ourselves In 
Uokah, a nice lillle village noted for Us cool, sparkling springs, 
and Its exeellciit fishing.

I remember about twenty-five years since I went up from the 
nmiii land to a camp meeting on Tangier Island, a popular affair 
III those days. The skipper was certain he knew of a channel at 
the north end of Little M’att’s Tslaml, and Intended to astonish 
the other skippers who started that Batunluy noon by getting to 
Tangier before them. The result was as everyone predicted; In 
attempting to make the narrow channel we got aground about a 
quarter of a mile away. Our only provender on hoard was a little 
eorn nieal and the remains of a bacon shoulder, all fat, and be¬ 
yond the stomach's capacity of the last crew. Crabs had been 
with me from my earliest boyhood, a favorite article of food, and 
here was a sea full of them, and not a line to be had for the ask¬ 
ing. No matter If I had gone catting that time, I should not 
have rejected crabs, ami my Ingenuity was equal to the occasion. 

I found In the hold a few short pieces of rope. These I untwist¬ 
ed, tied the yarns together, and my lino was complete. My 
sinker was a amall stone from the ballast, and with some of the 
fat liaeon for halt I went to catching crabs (channel) quite lively, 
and soou had a mc.as, which 1 put Iu the puut; a fatal depository, 
as one of the hands threw them all overboard into the water, 
there being no hogs aboard to which he might feed them, and 
evidently preferring to make hie evening meal on the aforesaid 
shoulder.

This may be owing to their 
coming so far up a very crooked stream, and it is doubtful If the 
fish themselves know just what they arc. I am keeping a list of 
the fish I find here, their local names and those that they arc 
known by In other parts as far as possible- I find many new 
forms entirely unfamiliar. Bio Hatcuet.

In Currituck Sound, the “bouolln," "lawyer,” “dog fish,” all 
names applied to Amia Calva, Is called “grindle,” different from 
the spelling of B. IL, and at times called '‘Jolm A.” On hunt¬ 
ing up this latter singular cognomen we found the fish called 
after an obnoxious lawyer named John A. Ortndle, so that at 
times either part of his name wa.s used. Let us know If this la 
Ihe fish you refer to! We do not know where Mr. Grindle re¬ 
sided, but to have such a worthless, disreputable fish callcil 
after him was indeed a terrible retribution. Will some of our 
Southern friends tell us about this, and what fearful thing the 
man did to merit this!— Ed.

H. W. Welcher, the 
Biiiatrlnlendcnt of the Wisconsin fisheries has been appointed to 
the charge of the mammoth iii|uarium to be exhibited at the Chi¬ 
cago Inter-State Exposition next Fall. The coiumlssloners arc 
classillcd so that two will serve one year, two will serve two 
years, and two will serve three years. At the expiration of 
the terms of each class, the members will he appointed 
for three years each.

[At a former meeting of the American Fish Cultural Associa¬ 
tion, Mr. Wllmot exhibited a fine salmon from his stream empty¬ 
ing Into Lake Ontario, and claimed Hiat It was a distinct species 
from the Atlantic salmon, S. mlar,■ unil callcil It S. witmoti. Wc 
were aware of this at the tliiiu we wrote the answer, as we saw 
the fish at the meeting, biitnswc did not perceive any difference, 
and the epccimcii was not accompanied by a description from a 
competent naturalist, nor has the fish since been recoguiseil by 
naturalists as distinct, we answered ns wo did, and should again, 
proOalily, S. mlar. This gives us a luophulo of escape In case the 
fish ever proves distinct, which appears doubtful, however.]

—Fishermen always look at the net profits. 

—Three white whales from Labrador hove arrived In England 
and arc at the Westminster aquarium. 

—Mr. Oren .M. Chase writes us that lie has a few white fish of 
last Spring’s haleh now alive at hla works at Detroit. He feeds 
them on crackers, corn-meal and sour milk. They are about two 
Inches long now (July 1) and arc doing well. 

—They are catching so many salmon lu the Delaware tliat 
they have lost tlieir Individuality; wc can't toll the 21J pounder 
from the one that weighed two ounces more, and if it keeps on 
we will get the localities, the captors, and the lucky felloa-.s 
who finally land them on their tables all mixed up. 

—Mr. O. M. Chase, suprlntcndcnt of the Detroit hatchery, car¬ 
ried 300,000 young eels from Troy, N. Y., to Michigan lu mud 
and grass with only water enough to keep the mud wet. He re¬ 
gards this as the best ivay to carry them that has been devised. 
He also took a lot of large goldfish to the hatchery at Pokagon. 

—When a live fish Is enclosed In a small body of water ex¬ 
posed to a low temperature, the lish is the last thing to freeze 
because lU blood Is always several degrees warmer than the 
water; but a dead fish will freeze as quickly as any other body 
containing moisture. Wc incline to the opinion that in the case 
of fishes exposed In still, shallow waters wliicli get almost hot at 
midday, that the blood is cooler than the surrounding fluid. Dr. 
Davy found the temperature of a lionlta to he 99 deg. lu water of 
80i deg. 

—A singular tale of pike being destroyed by tadpoles is rela¬ 
ted in Vol. 4, of the old English Sporting Magazine. It tells us 
that “twenty brace of pikes, from nine to three pounds, were 
taken out of a large piece of water, to supply a large stew (an 
obsolete term for fish pond), and lu about a mouth they were 
seized on their backs by tadpoles, scaled and flesh eaten from 
them; they were seen lu this state at the top of the water; they 
were all taken out but died.” Having settled the frog question, 
we now ask; Who knows of tadpoles attacking live lish? 

—Nearly four weeks ago wo wrote and mislaid this paragraitli; 
It la now nearly four months since the last meeting of the 
American Flshcultural Association, and day by day wc watch 
the coming of the postman for the report, but;

—The great “devil fish” to which we have before alluded to as 
traveling with W. C. Coup's new and elegant exhibition of trained 
animals, which Is, however, not a circus but something much 
better, la rather a failure as an extra attraction for the reason 
that people generally regard It as a manufactured monster. 
This shows how they will reject what Is truly wonderful afwr 
swallowing thousands of hnmbugs at the hands of unprliiclpWo 
showmen. Coup does not even exaggerate Its length, which was, 
when captured, thirty-nine and a half feet, and this fact shows 
the moral Influence of the fishes In the aquarium which 
meriy owned, for anglers neuer exaggerate the size of their fish, 
although showmen may. Yet fish caught years ago have In¬ 
creased In slso somehow as wo tell about them.

THE CHICAGO FIELD AND THE NEW YORK 
DOC SHOW. 

Fresh in the memories of our readers must yet be our state¬ 
ment of the treatment the Chu aoo Field received at the hand.s 
of Mr. Tileeton, editor of alseml-sportiug journal and chairman of 
the board of managers of the Westminster Kennel Club's show. 

We have made It a nile never to Introduce our Individual 
grievances or troubles Into the coluinus of our paper, for we have 
always been, and propose always to be, able to settle them—if not 
In one way in another; but the treatment the CnicAoo Field 
received Is altogether a different matter. Being the recognized 
authority of the sportsmen of America, not of a section but of the 
entire country, that which concerns or affects it, more or less 
affects the body of sportsmen at large. This was our reason for 
referring to the fact of the sale of it having been stopped during 
the Westminster Kennel Club's show, and for now reverting to it 
when publishing the following letter received from the Sccretaiy 
of the Club: 

Nkw York. 

EniTOB Chicago Fikld:— In your issue of the asthof May In your 
report of the New Y'ork dog show, yon make a eUiement which dnce 
great injustice to Mr. Tileston, chairman of the mauagere. The right 
to sell all periodicals, books, etc., was sold to Messrs. Cassell, Petter 
A Qalpin, and It was npon their complaint that the order to discontinue 
Ihe Belling of the Cnicauo Fikld whs given. 1 was not aware that this 
right bad Deen sold to anyone until the show bad opened, or 1 should 
have told you of the fact ihe week previous when you called to see me 
about your paper. Injustice to Mr. Tileston I most say that he ordered 
the paper, of which he Is editor, to be taken off the stand two or Ihree 
limes. Next year 1 hope there will be one stand where all sporting 
uaoere may be sold or given away all during tbe exhibition.

That wc may not be charged with holding back the letter of 
tbe secretary, it Is right that wc should state that its publication 
baa been delayed but one itsue, tbe only issue for which it reach¬ 
ed US In time being our last, when our crowded space compelled 
Its omission until the present occasion. 

If w e did YD. Tileston an Injustice, the secretary of the club 
Is as much to blame for It as any one else, as the Saturday after 
the show closed, we, In taking leaving of the secretary, informed 
him how we felt at the treatment tbe paper had received from 
Mr. Tileston and what our course would be in the matter. We are 
very sure we also said the same to the secretary’s brother. Both 
of these gentlemen ore of the board of managers of the club, and 
certainly ought to have known what arrangements had been 
made about the sale of papers. .Moreover, the way the Ciiicaoo 
Field had been treated was well known to every one. Gentle¬ 
men attending the exhibition had expressed their opinion and 
disapprobation to the secretary and other members of the club; 
but not until the receipt of this letter did we have any knowl¬ 
edge that Messrs. Uassell, Petter & Galpin had demanded the 
sale of It stopped. With the internal mauageraent of the West¬ 
minister Kennel Club’s affairs, we have notliing to do, but we 
would suggest to the board of managers and officers, that a more 
general knowledge of the business details of the club would be 
an advantage and, perhaps.
